MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH 

FOR  1910. 


The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Great  Crosby  Urban  District  Council, 

Gentlemen, 

It  gives  me  much  pleasure  to  submit  to  you  this  my  thirty- 
seventh  Annual  Report  as  to  the  health  and  sanitary  condition  of  the 
district  during  the  past  year. 

The  District  of  Great  Crosby  has  an  area  of  1,768  statute  acres 
above  high-water  mark,  and  is  bounded  on  the  west  by  the  sea-shore, 
which  is  of  very  considerable  extent,  and  is  mainly  uncovered  when 
the  tide  is  out. 

The  eastern  boundary  is  the  township  of  Sefton  and  Thornton, 
all  purely  agricultural  land  ; to  the  north  is  the  Urban  District  of 
Little  Crosby,  which  is  also  entirely  agricultural  land. 

The  district  is  fairly  flat,  the  highest  point  being  38  feet  above 
high-water  mark,  which  latter  is  17  feet  above  Ordnance  datum,  the 
highest  part  of  the  district  is  therefore  55  feet  above  this. 

The  subsoil  is  principally  sand,  overlying  the  boulder  clay 
throughout  its  greater  area,  whilst  here  and  there  red  sandstone  rock 
shews  through. 

The  population  at  the  census  of  1901  was  7,555,  and  has  been 

t 

estimated  to  the  middle  of  1910  to  be  14,300.  This  estimate  is  arrived 
at  by  taking  the  number  of  houses  occupied  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  allowing  5.52  persons  per  house,  as  obtained  from  the  last 
census  of  1901. 

A considerable  number  of  plans  have  been  received  by  the 
Council  for  the  opening  up  of  new  streets  and  the  building  of  new 
houses,  in  fact,  I consider  that  the  population  of  the  district  is 
satisfactorily  increasing. 
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The  district  is  a purely  residential  one,  for  the  most  part  com 
prising  houses  of  a considerable  rental,  the  number  of  working-class 
dwellings  being  a small  proportion.  The  accommodation  for  the 
working  class  is  good,  being  principally  houses  of  four  and  six  rooms. 
Every  care  is  taken  in  the  erection  of  new  buildings  of  this  class,  and 
careful  supervision  is  given  to  the  housing  of  the  working  classes, 
both  old  and  new  property.  The  air  space,  as  required  by  the  bye- 
laws, is  insisted  upon. 

No  drastic  action  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Housing 
of  the  Working  Classes  Act,  as  owners,  etc.,  have  amended  any 
defects  pointed  out  to  them  without  further  trouble. 

Water  Supply. 

This  district  is  supplied  with  water  by  the  Liverpool  Corporation 
mains  passing  through. 

The  service  is  constant  and  the  quality  excellent. 

No  complaint  has  been  found  as  to  its  bacteriological  or  chemical 
composition.  Neither  lead  or  other  deleterious  matters  have  been 
detected  in  it. 

Milk  Supply. 

The  milk  supply  is  obtained  chiefly  from  dairies  in  the  district, 
very  little  being  obtained  from  outside.  The  County  police  take 
samples  of  milk  under  “ The  Food  and  Drugs  Act  ” for  analysis. 

It  has  not  been  brought  to  my  knowledge  that  any  action  has 
been  found  necessary  to  be  taken  by  them  against  any  of  the  pur- 
veyors of  this  commodity. 

I have  visited  all  dairies  and  cowsheds  periodically,  in  most  cases 
accompanied  by  the  Inspector,  and  have  always  found  them  in  the 
best  condition  ; in  fact,  some  of  the  cowsheds  in  this  district  are 
models  ' of  what  a building  of  this  description  should  be.  Light 
and  ventilation  is  amply  provided  for,  and  the  Regulations  of  the 
Local  Government  Board  duly  enforced. 

Food  and  Drugs  Act. 

The  County  police  carry  out  all  duties  under  the  “ Food  and 
Drugs  Act,  and  report  to  me  any  food,  etc.,  which  is  likely  to  be 

detrimental  to  health,  when,  if  necessary,  joint  action  is  taken  for  its 
destruction. 
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Sewerage  and  Drainage. 

The  principal  work  carried  out  under  this  heading  has  been  the 
construction  of  new  sewers  in  a portion  of  the  northern  end  of  the 
district  which  had  not  previously  been  sewered.  This  has  been  a 
very  considerable  work,  as  a new  part  of  the  district  has  been  tapped 
by  this  means,  and  various  houses  that  were  hitherto  drained  into 
cesspools  are  now  connected  with  the  sewerage  system  of  the  district 

A new  main  sewer  has  thus  been  made,  which  will  drain  various 
roads,  etc.,  contemplated  in  the  near  future,  this  land  having  previ- 
ously been  sandhills,  which  are  being  converted  into  building  land. 

In  the  southern  portion  of  the  district,  building  and  road  con- 
struction has  been  commenced,  and  new  sewers  are  being  laid,  which 
is  tapping  an  outside  portion  of  the  district,  hitherto  agricultural 
land,  but  now  extensively  being  taken  up  for  building  purposes. 

A large  cotton  factory  is  in  course  of  erection  in  this  neighbour- 
hood, on  a site  consisting  of  about  9J  acres. 

Strict  attention  has  been  paid  to  the  construction  of  all  drains 
and  sewers  about  these  premises,  with  a view  to  bringing  them  into 
conformity  with  the  requirements  of  modern  sanitation. 

The  general  condition  of  the  sewerage  of  the  district  has  been 
duly  attended  to  with  the  purpose  of  making  it  as  efficient  as  possible. 

Ventilation  of  sewers  and  drains  has  been  extended  throughout 
old  and  new  property,  and  a large  number  of  ventilating  shafts  have 
been  added  to  those  already  in  existence.  This  system  of  ventilation 
is  carried  out  as  the  sewers  extend. 

Watercourses. 

There  are  only  two  watercourses  in  the  district,  viz.,  the  " Carr 
Brook  ” and  the  “ Warrenhouse  Brook,”  which  form  the  boundary 
of  the  south  and  east  side  of  the  district,  both  flowing  eventually  to 
the  sea. 

Supervision  is  given  to  them  by  myself  and  the  Inspector.  The 
owners  of  land  on  both  sides  of  the  watercourses  are  urged  to  keep 
them  in  a proper  and  cleanly  state. 

The  water  in  these  “ brooks  ” is  more  or  less  polluted  before 
entering  our  district,  arising  from  the  nature  of  the  country  through 
which  they  pass,  which  is  principally  agricultural. 
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Excrement  Disposal. 

In  this  district  all  excremental  matter  is  conveyed  to  the  sea 
by  the  “ Water  Carriage  System/’  through  gravitating  sewers  flushed 
by  water  obtained  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation.  Such  places  as 
farmsteads,  etc.,  have  still  the  old-fashioned  privies  attached,  princi- 
pally to  the  middens  which  hold  manure,  etc.  Many  of  these,  how- 
ever, have  been  converted  into  earth  closets. 

I am  pleased  to  say  that  the  adoption  of  galvanised  iron  bins  in 
the  old  property,  in  place  of  open  ashpits,  is  being  extensively 
instituted,  and  the  number  has  been  very  considerably  increased 
during  the  past  year. 

The  bin  system  is  adopted  in  all  new  property. 

The  Council’s  own  staff  remove  the  contents  frequently  from 
both  bins  and  the  existing  ashpits  in  properly  constructed  covered 
carts. 

The  refuse  is  still  as  in  the  past,  deposited  on  tips  on  agricultural 
land,  as  far  as  possible  from  dwellings. 

Scavenging. 

The  Council’s  own  staff  carry  out  all  the  scavenging  necessary ; 
every  road  in  the  district  being  attended  to  as  in  the  past.  Main 
roads  being  cleansed  daily,  and  all  others  twice  weekly,  this  arrange- 
ment being  found  to  work  admirably. 

Flushing  of  Main  Sewers  and  House  Drains. 

I he  system  of  flushing  all  the  main  and  other  sewers  in  the 
district  is  still  carried  out,  as  in  the  past,  in  a regular  and  efficient 
manner  periodically  throughout  the  year.  The  main  sewers,  where 
the  most  deposit  is  found  to  exist,  are  thoroughly  cleansed  by  means 
of  scraping  with  chains,  brushes,  etc. 

The  flushing  of  house  drains  is  also  efficiently  carried  out,  more 
especially  is  this  done  on  premises  where  infectious  disease  has 
occurred,  and  an  ample  supply  of  disinfectants  is  given  to  the 
inhabitants  of  these  infected  premises.  The  Council’s  staff  see  to 
the  latter  being  properly  used. 
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Nuisances. 

All  complaints  of  nuisances  from  foul  smells,  arising  from  any 
source,  whenever  received,  have  had  immediate  attention,  and 
subsequent  action  as  to  the  cause  of  these  nuisances  have  been  care- 
fully enquired  into  by  myself  and  the  Sanitary  Inspector,  and  the 
same  have  been  duly  abated. 

Houses  Let  in  Lodgings. 

The  work  carried  out  under  this  heading  during  the  year  has 
been  as  ample  as  in  the  past.  Many  houses  have  been  frequently 
visited,  and  a due  watch  kept  as  to  any  overcrowding  or  indecency, 
etc.  Frequent  visits  were  paid  for  the  purpose  of  seeing  that  these 
premises  were  in  a sanitary  condition,  and  any  other  matters  required 
by  this  order  were  duly  taken  cognisance  of,  and  where  necessary, 
remedied. 

Public  Elementary  Schools. 

These  school  premises  have  had  our  best  attention  during  the 
year,  and  I am  glad  to  say  it  was  not  necessary  to  close  any  of  them 
in  consequence  of  outbreaks  of  infectious  disease. 

The  sanitary  condition  of  them  is  most  satisfactory,  and  the 
water  supply,  which  is  ample  and  good,  is  obtained  from  the  Liverpool 
Corporation  mains.  These  premises  have  been  thoroughly  fumigated 
and  cleansed  when  they  were  closed  during  the  holidays  ; the  drains 
flushed,  and  where  necessary,  cleansed. 

Infectious  Diseases  and  Hospital  Accommodation. 

The  Infectious  Diseases  Notification  Act,  1889,  is  in  force  in  this 
district. 

All  notifications  received  are  duly  enquired  into,  as  well  as  the 
source  from  which  the  infection  may  have  occurred.  The  cases  are 
principally  treated  at  their  own  homes  where  it  is  possible  to  properly 
isolate  them  ; where,  however,  this  cannot  be  carried  out,  the  cases 
are  removed  to  the  Liverpool  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital  in  their 
ambulance. 

The  District  Council  having  an  agreement  with  this  Corporation 
for  the  reception  and  treatment  at  their  hospitals,  which  up  to  the 
present  has  been  eminently  satisfactory. 
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As  soon  as  infectious  cases  are  removed  from  the  premises  in 
which  they  occur,  they  are  fumigated  with  sulphur,  all  papers,  etc., 
being  subsequently  stripped  from  the  rooms,  and  all  necessary 
cleansing  carried  out.  The  same  is  done  at  the  end  of  the  time  of 
convalescense,  in  the  cases  treated  at  their  own  homes. 

All  bedding  and  clothing  in  contact  with  the  patient  is  removed 
to  the  Council’s  “ dry  heat  ” stoves,  and  there  treated.

Tuberculosis. 

The  Poor  Law  Authorities  of  the  different  public  institutions 
have  notified  “ three  cases  ” of  the  above  disease,  as  required  by  the 
Public  Health  Act  Regulations,  1908. 

The  premises  where  such  occurred  were  duly  visited,  enquiries 
made,  and  all  directions  given  as  to  the  precautions  necessary  to  pre- 
vent any  further  infection. 

Copies  of  the  leaflet  shewing  the  precautions  to  be  observed  for 
the  prevention  of  this  disease  are  still  distributed  to  all  persons  affected 
by  this  disease.

Sixty-seven  cases  of  infectious  disease  were  notified,  of  these 
eleven  were  removed  to  hospital  and  one  to  Walton  Workhouse  ; 
the  latter,  being  a case  of  “ Tuberculosis,”  died  in  that  institution. 
One  other  case  died  in  Hospital,  suffering  from  diphtheria,  and  one 
affected  by  this  same  disease  died  at  home. 

Small-pox. 

In  January  a case  of  small-pox  occurred  in  the  district,  being  a 
direct  contact  with  one  of  the  patients  suffering  from  this  disease 
at  the  end  of  the  previous  year.  This  girl  was  14  years  of  age,  and 
was  removed  to  Hospital  immediately  the  disease  was  discovered. 
No  further  cases  occurred  from  this  source.  All  contacts  with  this 
girl  were  promptly  vaccinated. 
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Diphtheria. 

There  were  notified  from  this  disease  eight  cases,  as  against 
nine  in  the  previous  year  ; being  six  males  and  two  females. 

One  was  treated  in  Hospital  and  died  there,  and  seven  were 
treated  at  home,  with  one  death. 

Erysipelas. 

Eighteen  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified,  being  four  males 
and  fourteen  females,  as  against  thirteen  cases  last  year.  None  of 
these  were  removed  to  Hospital,  and  there  was  no  mortality  from 
this  disease. 

Scarlet  Fever. 

Thirty-three  cases  of  this  disease  were  notified  to  me,  being 
17  males  and  16  females,  as  against  46  in  the  previous  year.  Eight 
of  these  cases  were  treated  in  Hospital,  and  all  recovered  ; the 
remaining  25  were  treated  at  home  ; none  proving  fatal. 

This  disease  was  very  prevalent  in  the  districts  surrounding  this, 
and  I have  no  doubt  that  many  of  our  cases  were  contracted  from 
contact  outside  this  district. 

Enteric  Fever. 

Only  four  cases  of  this  disease  occurred  during  the  past  twelve 
months,  three  males  and  one  female,  being  the  same  number  as  last 
year. 

One  of  these  was  sent  to  Hospital  for  treatment,  the  others 
remaining  at  home,  and  I am  pleased  to  say  there  were  no  deaths 
from  this  disease. 

Phthisis  Pulmonalis. 

Of  this  disease  three  cases  were  notified ; one  was  removed  to 
W alton  Workhouse  for  treatment,  and  there  died  ; the  remainder 
have  remained  at  home,  and  to  the  present  seem  to  be  improving 
in  health. 

Health  and  Sanitary  Condition  of  the  District. 

The  number  of  cases  of  infectious  disease  notified  during  the 
past  year  is  67  (28  males  and  39  females),  as  against  76  in  the  previous 
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year  ; which  I consider  to  be  very  satisfactory,  considering  the 
prevalence  of  infectious  disease,  of  all  sorts,  that  has  occurred  in  the 
different  districts  surrounding  this  one. 

New  Houses,  etc. 

I am  informed  by  the  Surveyor  that  from  Dec.  31/10  to  Jan.  1/11, 
39  plans  of  premises  have  been  approved,  and  43  houses  have  been 
completed  in  accordance  with  the  bye-laws. 

48  houses  and  7 shops  are  in  contemplation. 

25  premises  have  had,  or  are  having,  additions  and  alterations 
made  to  them. 

Inspection  of  the  District. 

The  district  has  been  systematically  inspected  by  me  in  company 
with  the  Sanitar}/  Inspector,  at  various  periods  ; every  locality 
visited  has  had  careful  attention,  and  any  matters  requiring  amend- 
ment have  been  immediately  taken  in  hand  and  satisfactorily  dealt 
with. 

Various  other  inspections  have,  of  course,  been  required,  and 
you  have  had  reports  of  what  I have  done  in  this  way  at  your  monthly 
meetings. 

In  the  Inspector's  report  appended  to  this  will  be  found  a detailed 
account  of  the  action  taken  from  these  inspections. 

Smoke  Nuisances. 

No  case  of  smoke  nuisance  has  occurred  during  the  year.  The 
factories  in  this  district,  being  small  ones  only,  have  given  little 
trouble  indeed.

N.B. — It  will  be  noted  that  the  death  rate  from  zymotic  disease 
is  considerably  below  the  past  10  years’  average,  and  is  very  satis- 
factory, which  speaks  well  for  this  district  as  a residential  suburb.

Birth  Rate.

17.27. 

Infantile  Death  Rate. 

The  number  of  deaths  of  infants  per  1000  births  registered  for 
the  year  is  28,  giving  a death  rate  of  113.35,  as  against  17  in  the 
previous  year,  a death  rate  of  66.53. 

The  average  death  rate  under  this  heading  for  the  past  ten  years 

is  81.96 
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General  Death  Rate. 


The  deaths  registered  of  residents  in  and  out  of  the  district  is 
123  (68  males  and  55  females),  showing  a death  rate  of  8,60  per  1000 
of  the  estimated  population,  the  number  being  the  same  as  fast  year, 
123  (61  males  and  62  females),  giving  a death  rate  of  8.96  in  the  pre- 
vious year.

The  total  for  the  year  was  the  heaviest  recorded  here  since  1903, 
when  35.41  inches  fell,  and  excluding  1903,  the  heaviest  since  1891, 
when  37.29  inches  fell.  The  average  fall  for  the  preceding  34  years 
was  29.41  inches. 
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Measurable  rain  fell  upon  217  days,  as  against  only  198  in  1909. 
The  longest  period  without  measurable  rain  was  the  thirteen  days 
from  July  7th  to  19th.  There  were  three  days  when  the  fall  exceeded 
one  inch — June  29th  (1.12  ins.),  July  20th  (1.08  ins.),  and  October 
18th  (1.05  ins.). 

The  March  rainfall  was  very  low,  and  only  twice  before  has  been 
less.  The  September  total  was  easily  the  lowest  ever  recorded  here 
for  that  month.  We  have  only  had  three  wetter  Novembers. 

Rain  was  recorded  here  on  every  one  of  the  twenty-seven  days 
from  November  30th  to  December  26th.  This  wet  “ run  ” has  only 
once  been  exceeded  here,  in  1889,  from  October  10th  to  November 
7th,  there  were  twenty-nine  consecutive  rainy  days.

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There  were  no  schools  closed  through  infection  this  year,  as 
heretofore. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  books  from  the  f<  Carnegie  ” Library 
have  been  disinfected  or  destroyed,  these  having  been  “ called  in  ” 
or  collected  by  the  librarian  (Miss  L.  Bartlett),  or  returned  from 
houses  in  which  infectious  disease  had  occurred. 

The  disinfecting  apparatus  in  use  in  this  district  is  a “ Dry  Heat 
Gas  Stove,”  which  we  have  found  hitherto  to  answer  all  our  require- 
ments. 

One  dairyman  and  cowkeeper  had  sulphur  fumigation  applied 
to  his  cowsheds  for  the  destruction  of  flies,  spiders,  etc.,  and  the  cost 
of  this  work  was  paid  for  by  him. 

If  this  practice  was  generally  adopted  when  the  cows  are  at 
grass,  it  would  no  doubt  have  a very  beneficial  effect  in  both  man 
and  beast,  as  well  as  to  the  milk  supply. 

Mortuaries. 

The  Mortuary  on  the  shore  was  used  three  times  : — 2 cases  found 
drowned,  i case  ditto,  suicide  unsound  mind  ; and  the  Mortuary  in 
Council's  store  yard  was  used  once  during  the  year  for  a case  of  suicide 
— verdict,  “ unsound  mind.”

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Smoke  Observations. 

Many  observations  for  lengthened  periods  were  taken,  but  pro- 
ceedings were  unnecessary.

It  must  be  noted  that  many  of  the  foregoing  notices  are  of  a com- 
prehensive nature,  and  apply  to  more  than  one  premises.  Many 
sanitary  defects  ,as  discovered,  were  pointed  out  to  owners  or  tenants 
at  the  time,  and  were  at  once  amended  and  put  right  without  any 
notice  being  written  or  served. 

Such  amendments  do  not  appear  in  the  following  list. 

It  will  also  be  seen  from  the  above  Tables  that  many  houses 
where  infectious  disease  occurred  it  was  not  necessary  to  serve  the 
owner  or  occupier  with  Notice  under  Sect.  120,  as  the  required  work 
was  done  voluntarily  ; and  the  repair  or  amendment  to  the  drains, 
etc.,  as  well  as  other  nuisances  or  defects,  were  carried  out.

Inspections  and  Re-inspections  made  in  respect  to  abatement  of 

Nuisances,  etc.,  1,246. 


N.B. — Many  cases  were  tested  with  the  smoke  machine  whilst 
the  drains  were  open,  prior  to  “ filling  in  ” in  “ repairs,  work,”  etc., 
by  which  means  many  unknown  or  unseen  defects  were  disclosed, 
and  the  defects,  so  discovered,  were  duly  made  good. 


I have  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  in  carrying  out  the  above 
works  of  “ Reconstructions  and  Amendments,”  the  Council  in- 
structed their  Solicitor  and  Clerk,  Mr.  Josiah  Dean,  in  all  cases  of 
default,  to  write  and  urge  the  completion  of  the  work  required, 
which  was  done  in  all  cases,  with  the  result  that  it  was  unnecessary 
for  any  proceedings  to  be  taken  before  the  Magistrates. 
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Ditches  and  Watercourses. 

As  customary,  notices  were  posted  throughout  the  district  in 
February  and  August,  directing  all  occupiers  of  land,  etc.,  abutting 
or  adjoining  on  ditches  and  watercourses  to  bottom  and  cleanse  the 
same. 

Although  the  attention  of  these  occupiers,  etc.,  is  repeatedly 
called  to  this  work,  when  the  ditches  and  watercourses  are  in  a low 
and  fit  condition,  the  work  is  in  a great  many  instances  sadly  neg- 
lected, and  not  executed  in  the  manner  it  ought  to  be.  This  neglect 
does  and  must  entail  loss,  damage,  extra  labour,  and  inconvenience 
to  those  in  default,  as  well  as  to  those  who  have  done  their  portion 
of  the  work  at  the  right  and  proper  time. 

' . 

Smoke  Test  Applied  to  Drains. 

During  the  year  241  tests  (54  old  drains,  133  new  drains,  and 

54  retests)  have  been  applied  to  drains  after  infectious  cases,  also 
to  defective  drains,  and  to  the  drains  of  new  houses  before  occupation. 

Forty-nine  of  the  above  tests  were  made  in  response  to  applica- 
tions made  either  by  the  tenant  or  the  owner  (for  which  the  small 
charge  of  5/-  is  made  by  the  Council).  The  result  has  been  that  in 
nearly  all  the  cases  so  tested  defects  in  the  drainage  were  discovered 
—some  being  of  a serious,  others  of  a less  serious  nature.  Many  of 
these  defects  could  only  be  discovered  by  some  method  of  pressure 
testing,  hence  the  importance  of  this  “ test  work.”  There  were 

55  certificates  issued  as  to  the  condition  of  drains  so  tested,  and 
notices  to  amend  the  discovered  defects  were  issued  (or  voluntarily 
carried  out)  in  all  cases  for  amendment  or  abatement  of  nuisances. 

Petroleum  Spirit  and  Carbide  of  Calcium. 

Four  licenses  for  the  sale  of  petroleum  spirit  and  one  for  carbide 
of  calcium  were  issued  during  the  year. 

No  accidents  of  a serious  nature  were  reported  in  the  district 
from  the  storing  of  petroleum  spirit  or  carbide  of  calcium. 
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Complaints  re  Non-Emptying  of  Ashpits. 

Complaints  were  received  as  to  the  non-emptying  of  the  ashpits 
to  the  premises  on  the  west  side  of  Bridge  Road,  Blundellsands, 
caused  by  the  accumulation  of  “ drift  or  blown  sand  ” to  such  an 
extent  as  to  prevent  the  Council’ s scavengers  having  a free  access 
to  the  ashpits  for  the  purpose  of  emptying  same. 

The  owners  were  approached,  and  some  5,000  tons  of  levelling 
and  filling  (drift  sand)  was  done,  thus  enabling  the  necessary  empty- 
ing of  the  ashpits  to  be  carried  out  ; at  the  same  time  greatly  improv- 
ing the  appearance  and  value  of  the  land  as  a building  site. 

The  owners  of  these  shops  and  dwelling-houses,  having  these 
ashpits,  were  prevailed  upon  to  substitute  galvanized  iron  sanitary 
ashbins  in  lieu  of  ashpits,  and  these  bins  are  now  emptied  weekly. 
As  many  of  these  shops  are  such  that  deal  in  perishable  goods,  this 
change  is  greatly  to  be  desired  in  the  interest  of  the  public  health. 

Wet  Walls  of  Dwellings. 

Complaints  were  received  as  to  wet  rising  up  the  walls  of  a 
dwellinghouse  in  Brighton  Road.  The  Council  directed  an  examina- 
tion to  be  made,  which  was  done,  and  the  cause  found  to  be  “ capil- 
liary  attraction  ” in  wet  weather,  through  the  absence  of  a “ damp 
course  ” ; this  house  and  others  having  been  built  prior  to  the 
bye-laws  requiring  damp  courses  to  be  inserted  at  time  of  construc- 
tion. 

Garden  Refuse. 

I regret  to  say  that  many  occupiers,  as  well  as  owners,  still  permit 
gardeners  and  others  to  “ dump  ” garden  and  other  refuse  on  vacant 
land  throughout  the  district,  to  the  annoyance  (at  least)  of  residents, 
etc.  This  practice  being  a menace  to  the  public  health  by  providing 
breeding  grounds  for  flies,  slugs,  snails,  etc.  ; and  strange  to  say, 
some  of  the  gardeners  so  at  fault  are  employed  by  residents  who  have 
lodged  complaints. 

Swine  Keepers. 

A Sub-Committee  of  the  General  Purposes  Committee  visited 
several  premises  where  swine  are  bred  and  kept  in  the  neighbour 
hood  of  Forefield  Lane,  when  certain  amendments  were  ordered, 
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notices  served,  and  the  work  of  amendment  was  commenced  at  once, 
new  drainage  systems  and  arrangements  made,  and  are  still  proceed- 
ing. 

Leaflets,  as  issued  by  the  Board  of  Agriculture  as  to  “ Keeping 
of  swine,”  were  distributed  to  swine  keepers  and  breeders,  which,  no 
doubt,  will  have  a good  effect. 

Lodging  Houses, 

Five  surprise  visits  were  made  in  the  daytime  to  ascertain 
whether  certain  houses  were  being  used  as  common  lodging  houses, 
and  three  night  visits  with  the  same  object.  In  one  case,  one  of  the 
houses  was  slightly  overcrowded  by  weekly  lodgers  and  their  friends. 
This  condition  was  at  once  remedied,  and  has  not  since  occurred. 

Richmond  Terrace. 

Thirteen  cottages,  known  as  Richmond  Terrace,  were  inspected 
in  detail ; the  defects  disclosed  caused  the  whole  of  the  house  drains 
to  be  condemned,  together  with  the  condition  of  the  W.C.'s,  ashpits, 
and  yard  pavements,  etc.  The  owners  were  approached,  which  re- 
sulted in  the  drains  of  each  house  being  taken  up  and  renewed  on  the 
most  modern  lines,  the  drains  being  laid  on  concrete,  with  cement 
joints,  together  with  intercepting  traps  and  ventilating  shafts. 
The  yard  pavements  being  chiefly  relaid  in  concrete,  and  the 
defects  to  the  W.C.’s  amended;  the  whole  of  the  work,  on  comple- 
tion, was  tested  by  the  smoke  machine. 

The  open  ashpits  were  abolished,  the  ground  filled  in,  the  site 
covered  with  an  impermeable  pavement,  and  sanitary  galvanized 
iron  bins  were  instituted  ; this  added  area  to  the  yards  being  a great 
acquisition,  etc. 


Manure  Removal. 

Dairymen  and  liverymen,  etc.,  were  urged  to  remove  all  manure 
regularly,  and  not  to  exceed  a fourteen  days’  accumulation.  Re- 
peated visits  were  made  with  this  object,  and  the  removal,  as  desired, 
being  generally  achieved.

Registration  of  Domestic  Servants,  etc. 

All  known  registry  offices  for  domestic  servants,  etc.,  in  the  dis- 
trict, were  visited,  and  the  Regulations  insisted  on.  One  person 
applied  for  Registration.  There  are  now  five  such  persons  on  the 
Register,  together  with  one  marine  store  dealer. 

Flushing. 

The  portable  iron  tank  was  again  regularly  applied  to  sewers 
and  drains  in  back  passages  where  slow  gradients  occur,  and  stoppages 
found,  or  in  formation,  with  very  good  result. 

Sewer  Ventilating  Shafts. 

The  sewer  ventilating  shafts,  and  large  lamp  columns  acting  as 
such,  were  regularly  tested  as  to  their  efficiency  ; there  being  now 
some  63  ventilating  shafts  and  23  lamp  columns  used  for  this 
purpose  on  the  line  of  the  District  Council's  sewers.  Each  shaft 
was  tested  three  times  during  the  year. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

Notice  as  to  the  Resolution  of  the  adoption  of  the  Notification 
of  Ophthalmia  Neonatorum  was  distributed  to  all  known  midwives 
and  medical  practitioners  practising  in  the  district. 

Plague. 

Regulations  and  memoranda  were  received  from  the  Local 
Government  Board  as  to  the  destruction  of  rats,  together  with  instruc- 
tions as  to  “ plague."  From  complaints  received,  “ Liverpool  Virus" 
was  laid  down  at  these  and  other  premises,  with  the  result  that  of 
eight  premises  so  treated,  four  premises  were  ridded  of  these  unwel- 
come visitors.  One  animal  so  treated  and  found  dead  was  forwarded 
to  Dr.  Arthur  Newsholme,  the  Medical  Officer  to  the  Local 
Government  Board,  who  bacteriologically  examined  same,  and 
pronounced  it  to  be  “ Negative  to  pestis." 
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King  Edward’s  Death. 

Councillors  and  officials  attended  Divine  service,  held  in  the 
Congregational  Church,  Eshe  Road,  Blundellsands,  on  Friday,  May 
20th,  in  Memoriam  of  the  lamented  and  Glorious  King  Edward  the 
Seventh. 

I attended,  during  my  holidays,  the  Congress  of  the  Royal 
Institution  of  Public  Health,  held  at  Birkenhead,  in  July  last. 

Correspondence,  interviews,  and  matters  relative  to  the  abate- 
ment of  nuisances,  together  with  other  matters  in  the  interest  of  the 
public  health,  not  included  in  the  foregoing  tables,  etc.,  received  due 
attention.
